THE VENEZUELA BOUNDARY. 


SUMMARY OF MR. STORROW'S STATEMENTS. 


An advance copy has heen Iesued of the first 
part of the brief submitted by Venezuela to the 
Commission appolnied bythe Ualted States 
Government to Investigate and report upon the 
trae divistonal Mne between Venernela and 
Rrltish. Gutana, This part contains the.intro- 
ductlon'and summary, and two other parts will 
follow containing a statement of the whole csse, 
with quotations fram the proofs and authorities, 
a more detailed examination of certain specific 
topics, and coples in full ofthe more {mportant 
documents, At the outset the document recite 
Lord Sallabury’s despatch of January roth, 1880, 
which stated that to sdmit the claim of Venezucla 
to a boundary at the Essequibo River  woald tne 
volve the surrender of a province now inhabited 
by 40,000 Britlsh subjects, and which has been 
in the uninterrupted possession of Holland and 
of Great Britaln successively for two centuries,” 
Ie declares that Venezuela offered to relleve the 
British Minlstry of this embarrassment, when In 
asking for arbitratton in 1890, It proposed ‘to 
recogaisé'{n Great Britain a right to ite settle. 
ments on both banks of the Essequiho. 

The argument is directed to prove that the 
settlements of the Datch and of the English Io 
Gotana tn the seventeenth ceatory were confined 
to the rich allavial swamps on the tide water of 
the accan and of the ilver estuaries ; they ‘never 
had nor attempted to bave any settlement Inthe 
basin: of the Cuyuniand Marerun! above thelr 
lower cataracts, nor on the Essequibo above its 
lowest calaracts, nor in the coast region west’ of 
the Pomesoon, The British claim hay, con- 
fesyedly, no basis except occupation, The 
Brilah allegatlon: {x that at or before ry00 the 
Dutch bad a temporary “post” in the Cuyanl: 
basin and a.“ post" at Harima Point. Bat 
documents dating “from that Hime show that. 
these were at most mere shops for {ilendly’ 
trade with the. older settlements of the 
Spantards, Sach "posts" are not an asser-, 
ton on hostile dominion ; they ave a recogni. 
tlon that the Spantards were already established 
there. It -ds alleged. that between 1755. and 
1770 the Dutch ‘had for « short time a« 
second “ post "in the Cuynol basin, and a second 
at Barlma Point. It terns out trom the contem- 
poraneous documents from the Spanish and 
Dutch archfyes, that these weté temporery hats, 
chiefly, ff not entirely, for slave raids on the 
Spantsh Indians; that the Spanlards sent 
expeditions against each as soon as discovered 
and destrayed both, asserting thelr right to do 
this on the grsund of terrltorlal soveretgnty. The 
Datch States-General never afterwards renewed: 
thelr attempts, and: indeed ebandoned thelr 
clalins, 

Tt ls upon these acts of attempted occapation 
(if they could be dignified by that word) that the | 
English base thelr clatm to the gold regions of 
the southern part of the Cuyunf bes!o, and of 
the Barama and Barlma rivers, and the still 
more monsirous claim to hold the mouth of the 
Orinoco, The ‘netual setisements of the 
Spaniards and the Dotch were separated by 150 
miles of forest in which no white man lived, 
Between them was a natural barsler, or 
Une of demarcalton, which {on a long’ serles 
of years. the Dutch and English settle. 
ments ‘had never attempted to overpass } 
asd which under well-known rule of 
International 
boundary, ‘This line also defines the tract from 
which the Spanlards expelled the Datch: posts, 
and ‘no part of which either Dutch or English 
ever agaln ‘attempted to rest'in until the 
Invasion by an armed English force, after the 
discovery of gold, about a dosen years ago, The 
British claim, therefore, ts limited to thelr settled 
districts, and cannot reach the ultrassettlement

Of course, the pessimist will shrag his 
shoulders and maistatn that nothlog can be dong 
unless our ‘working population is prepared ta 
accept a standard of Ilving which would enable 
ont manniactares to compete on equal terms 
with the Germans.

man cheap labour,” That fs what we are told on 


every side, Long hours and low wages enable 
our German competitors to cat the throat of the 
Engllsb, and there {sno hope for an Improve- 
ment as long as the Ecglish worklog man clam. 
ours for short hours and long wages, Indulgiog 
every now. and then Ina ruinous strike which 
has the immediate effect of transferring orders 
wholesale to our German rivals. 

Now there fs nodoubt something in thls, but 
very much less than most people think The 
most staggering plece of economic. intelligence 
brought to the attentlon ‘of the pabllc last year 
was the report of the delegates of the Britlsh 
Tron Trade Association as to the condition of 
the fron workers in Germany. Thesé delegates 
made a pretty exhaustive examination of a 
number af German fron works, and on thelr 
retarn made a report as to what they thought of 
Germsn methods, Mr, Willlamsaayn:— 

It was found by the delegates of the British 
Iron Trade Association that for loading-plates 
Germin mechanics are pald at the rate of 2

Tt Is lawtal to learn from an enemy, and, as 5 
imatter of facé {t 1s asdally from our enemlen we 
learn the most, Germans recognised that long 
ago, and they set themaclve« with charactertitic 
energy ta alt at our feet and learn all thet we’ 
had to teach them. Fifteen years ago, when the 
Engllsh Iron and Steel Institute vislted Berlin, 
Dr, Hernan Weddiog told bls guests (frankly that 
G .rmany had gone to school with the English 
{roo masters; they had, however, Improved 
upon thelr masters, Dr, 
worth quoting :-— : 

We may not refute to acknowledge—tit were 
indeed ungratefol to pass over in silence before 
our English guests—the fact’ that by far the 
greater number of fnsportart Inventions and 
{mprovements in the manufacture of fron have 
proceeded. from Great Britain; but you, our 
English visltors, will also acknowledge, as soon 
as you shall have learned to know our fron 
industry, that, on the other hand, the Germans 
bavé koown how to adapt that which they have 
recelved from you to thelr local circumstances 
with advantage, and ta develop it in « way 
pecdllar to themselves, : : 

Nor was It ooly {9 the fron. trade that the 
Germans were not above taking lessons’ from 
the Enolieh, Me, Williams says :— 

' An"English manager of one of the largest 
works In Bavarla told the Commiasfoners that ! 
—" Germany, thirty years ago, a8 compared with 
England, was sitiply: ‘nowhere,’ but, piecing 
English and German workshops atde by alde
